REMARKS 

By this Amendment, claims 38-44, 47, 48, 50 and 57-60 are cancelled. Claim 45 has 
been rewritten in independent form and claim 46 has been rewritten to depend from amended 
claim 45. Newly added claims 61 and 62 depend from independent claim 25 and are thus 
believed allowable. Newly added claims 63 and 64 depend from independent claims 31 and 45, 
respectively, and are thus believed to be allowable. These amendments do not amount to 
acquiescence to the Examiner's position and applicant traverses the right to prosecute a 
continuation application with broader claims. 
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II. CONCLUSION 

For the foregoing reasons, the Application is believed to be in condition for allowance 
and favorable action is respectfully requested.
